It will be interesting to persons who at- 


nbute tbe violence of the elements at cer- 
aiu periods to equinoctial storms to learn 
rom so good an authority as Gen. G-reely, 
he head of the weather bureau at Washiug- 
on, that there are no equinoctial storms. 
?he popular belief iu tbe occurrence of 
torms ou tbe 2Ut of March and the Slat of 
September rests largely, it appears, oo the 
assumption tbat they ought to occur at sucli 


ates 
The 21st of March marks the ex- 


bange of the long nights and short days of 
he wiuter for the short nights and long 
ays of the summer, while tbe 21st of Step- 
ember marks the time when the long da,}1* 


short nights ofthe summer are exchang- 


ed for the short days and long nights ofthe 
winter. 
It seems but reasonable to tbe nni- 


iteur meteorologist that at the time of ihete 
hanges there should be a dislocation of the 
weather arrangements of tbe oue aeaaon, ho 
o speak, and the substitution of other en- 
irely different arrangements, the movement 
>eing attended with manifestations of a 
iolence proportioned to the greatness ofthe 
iiflereuce between summer and winter. 
Snch may be said to be the popular view. 
To Gea. Greely the "equinoxes," he ob- 
erves, "are imaginary points at the inter- 
secliou of the, circle described by tbe earth 
about the BUU with the plane of the earth's 
iqnator extended till it strikes the im'ogin- 
ary dome of the sky," aud they ares nothing 
more than this. Hence ' 'it is very evident,'' 
he says, "that they can nave absolutely no 
nfiuence ou storms. It might be thought 
.hat somehow the lengthening of the day at 
•lie spring erjninox might affect the weather, 
>nt as this lengthening amounts to only 
about 2^ minutes daily, and is a continuous 
action, lasting for weeks before and after 
.he equinox, tlie effect is absolutely notb- 
ng." Observations made in "England over 
a period of fourteen years and in this coua- 
xy over a period of sixteen years show that 
.torms do not occur uniformly ou March 21 
ir September 21, 
The 
English records 


ibronicle 45 storms in September, out one 
accurred ou the lilab. 
If the figures prove 


inythiog, they prove, that the 21st is not 
he charmed date, but that storms are "much 
noie abundant just before and after the 
equinoxes than nenrtheua." The American 
itatistics include the storm-eenties observed 
Mitweeu- tbe 102J meridian and the Atlantic 
in each day from the 16th to the 25th of 
darch and Seplembei in each year from 
873 to 3888. 
"They show," says Gen. 


Sreely, "an increase ou the 21st." As le- 
pects the present year, the chief signal offi- 
er observed that-the Atlantic coast alone 
lad any rain or high wtud on March 20, 21 
or 22, the rest of tlie country having had 
innsually calm and clear weather on those 
lays. Assuming that the equinox brings a 
torm for one part of tbe country, it could 
not well do the same for tbe whole area of 
tlie United States. Changes of the weather 


•e brought to us by movements of the at- 


mosphere across the country fiom west to 
east at intervals of three or lour days. If 
the East has one kind of weather on a giveu 
day the far West almost invariably has a 
different kind. 
VThe evidence preponder- 


ates large!?," Gen. G-reely concludes, "in 
favor of the view that there is no storm 
period occurring each 21sfc of March aud 
September. The popular belief is almost 
entirely based on the fact that our storms 
during March occuc at au average interval 


about four days. If a storm occurs two 


&r three days before or after the 21st it is 
•egardedas tihe 'equinoctial,' aud no thought 
s given to tbe fact that in the regular order 


if things a storm is bound to occur on one 
of these days." We may continue, there- 
Tore it appears, to call storms occurring on 


near the 21st ot* March and September 


'equinoctial," provtded'only we understand 
ilearly ,that tbe equinox does not produce 
iheni. They are coincidences, which, like 
rar 4th of July storms and the St. Patrick's 
drizzle,' cannot be assumed to have any 
causual connection with particular dates.—

CITY OK MEXICO IN MINIATURE. 


Soon alter leaving Puebla, you begin to 


feel that you are gradually descending the 
scale of elevation, until you arrive at a 
point, still -within the mountains, fiom 
which the valley in well as the city of Mex- 
ico can be seen. Here a landscape is pre- 
sented which to him who sees it for the first 
time, will never he effaced from his memory. 
Ihe gorgeous green of the valley, the varied 
hues of mono tains in the distance, fields of 
growing corn, the causeways leading through 
the low lands to the city, the spider-web- 
like lines showing the canals, the aqueduct, 
Moliuo del 3iey, imd the ea-sile of Cnepulte- 


pec; 
the same Saracenic spires ofthe church- 


es, the flat roofs of the houses, the almost 
universal whiteness ol' the walls,' and the 
green spots oi the plaza are all seen iu min- 
iature, though with great distinctness, ow- 
ing to the purity ofthe air, the great distance 
from which H is so distinctly seen, at once 
raise sensations in the mind the effect of 
which can only be compared to that pro- 
duced by a realisation of some of the vivid 
pictures drawn by tbe imagination of the 
youthful reader of some of the Arabian 
Knights entertainments. 


This mirage as thos seen from a distance, 


like all others, however, becomes gradually 
modi fled as the reality itself is approached; 
although the traveler, as he linally enters 
the city itself, still sees enough, as this is 
one ofthe oldest cities on the Nortli Ameri- 
can continent, and will challenge his obser- 
vation and astonishment. 
As the citj has 


been so often described we omit a descrip- 
tion here. 


From Mexico to Acapulco, on the Pacific 


Ocean, the road w:is not much more than 
simply a mule-path across the mountains, iu 
fact, such was the character ofalmost nil the 
roads leading from thu capital to tbe coun- 
try, also to other towns and cities.

Intoxication can hardly be baid to be a 


vice of the Mexicans. The all-pervading 
vice, however, of that people is gambling, 
which pervades nil classes, and isopeuly in- 
dulged in everywhere. The game princi- 
pally played ia motile. The apparently cold 
and stolid manner ia which a Mexican will 
win or Ioae money by gambling, challenges 
admiration. It is well known, however, 
that there is not a people on earth of a more 
impetnons and fiery uature than the Span- 
iards and their oil'-jpriug iu Spuuish-Ameri- 
cau countries. 


HOKSKMANS1UP. 


Tbe Mexicans are great admirers of horses, 


anddelightiu displaying their fine qualities, 
as well as their own dexterity as riders, of 
which they are undoubtedly the finest in 
tlic world, excepting, perhaps, the Arabs of 
the desert. 
Tbe loveof the Spaniard for the 


horse was undoubtedly imbibed from the 
Moors and Arabs of Spain, whose admira- 
tion for that noble animal is well known j 
the Moors also prided themselves on the 
skillful riding of the celebrated breed of 
Andalusian horses, which breed the Span- 
iards no doubt introduced into Mexico, as it 
had, many years before the conquest, been, 
introduced into France, England and Ger- 
many. Next to their love of displaying 
themselves ia the love of displaying the rich 
ornamentation and the trappings of their 
bridles and saddles studded with gold and 
silver, as well as the saddle-cloths embroid- 
ered with the same precious metals. 
Tbe 


saddle, bridle, aud saddle-cloth of Santa 
Anna, captured with him at the buttle of 
San JaciutOj were undoubtedly worth sev- 
eral thousand dollars, and would be a good 
cniiosity to-day displayed iu any of the 
museums of the world. 


THE BISHOP AN!) TJIK VICKROY. 


The piiucipal authority for the interior 


affairs of thh inaccessible country during 
the latter half of the 17th century, is the 
work of Thomas Gage. This traveler tells 
a story, which shows that "corners" and 
"trusts" and such like means to raise the 
price of necessaries of life, are not altogether 
the invention of our times, but the same 
were resorted to in Mexico over two hun- 
dred and fifty years ago. It also speaks 
very favorably of the compassion ot the 
priesthood for the people. However heavy 
they made the ecclesiastical yoke, they 
were not willing that tbe viceroys should 
add to the civil burdens of the natives. In. 
1624 -there occurred a great struggle between 
the archbishop and the viceroy. The latter, 
in connection with his agent, Don Pedro 
Mexio, equally avaricious with himself, 
rich and very adroit, purchased all the har- 
vest iu the countries near the capital, aud 
when master of the market, fixed the price 
nt what he pleased. The starving people 
cuine to the \ iceroy for redress, but he being 
a party to the transaction, of course they 
were not listened to. They tbeu applied to 
the archbishop, whose only means of assist- 
ance was spiiitual thunder, very great 
quantities of which were fulminated against 
the offenders. Mexio was excommunicated. 
He raised the price ol corn. The prelate 
laid the capital under an .interdict. The 
viceroy in vain attempted to have Hie inter- 
dict taken off, and therefore ordered the ar- 
refct of the archbishop as(a disturber ot the 
public peace and gnUfy of .high treason,, 
then conducted him, under a, strong guard, 
to Vera Crux, aud shipped him to Spain in 
u State vessel. 


But the priests inveighed against this high- 


handed measure, and roused the passions or 
the mob, who attempted to wreak vengeance- 


on the person who had arrested the arch- 
bishop. He fled for safety to the palaco of 
the viceroy, and thereby turned the tide of 
popular resentment against that officer him- 
self. 
The mob burs^ open the prison doors, 


and receiving au ncces-Jou to their force 
from jls iumates, prepared to storm tbe 
palace. 
The viceroy had the royal standard 


raised, and the trumpets blown, as a signal 
of danger to the Spaniards. But they were 
equally opposed to a monopoly of the corn 
market, and no one moved in any manner to 
effect bis deliverance. He therefore fled iu 
the disguise of a monk, while the moh over- 
powered his little guard, broke into the 
palace, and pillaged it. 
The viceroy re- 


mained in the convent where he licsb found 
refuge, for the rest, of the year. 


Alarmed at such a wicked example, the 


con rt of Spain hastened to send out a new 
viceroy, with nn inquisition charged to pun- 
ish those concerned in the rebellion. 
These 


were so many, and persons of so great im- 
portance besides, that he was obliged to 
content hiiu&elf with hanginfj; a few misera- 
ble wretches. 
On this occasion, however, 


the Creoles and red men gave vent to their 
hatred of the metropolitan government, and 
indicated what might be expected of them 
should an opportunity occur for shaking off 
the Spanish yoke. 


WHAT MIGHT UK PRODUCED. 


In leferring to the productions of Mexico 


we cauuot avoid the contemplation of what 
the country could be made to produce, rath- 
er than what it does produce. The exports 
have hitherto been of such a limited charac- 
ter, with the exception of gold and silver, 
that it is difficult to obtain any accurate in- 
formation on the subject. 


GOLD AND SILVER. 


The annual production of gold from the 


mines of Mexico amounts to about 300 
tons; silver about eight hundred tons. Near 
to Htiltoran, iu the direction ofthe Pacific, 
there is a mountain of pure iron. 
One block 


of pure silver ore found in Sonora weighed 
2,700 pounds. Her silver mines, indiffer- 
ently worked from the time of their discov- 
ery under Cortez, are far richer than the 
gold and silver ranges of the United States, 
which have made the millionaires of Califor- 
nia and Nevada. "More than five-ninths of 
the $9,700,000,000 in the world have come 
from Mexico." 
Humboldt states in his 


work on Ncu- Spain, that two-thirds of the 
silver supply ofthe whole world was annu- 


y .shipped from the port of Vera Cruz, be- 


tween the years 1^-00 and 1S12, aud some 
.sihcr v\iis also seut abroad from Acapulco. 
At present about fourteen millions worth of 
this metal is annually exported to Europe. 
Any where on the west side of the Cordilleras, 
between 16° and 21° Xorlh latitude, mines 
;ire abundant. 
The national mint enume- 


rates five hundred and twenty mines pro- 
ducing gold and eleven hundred aud sixty- ; 
five producing silver. 
; 


The discovery of the gold mines oi Amer- ! 


ica increased in a few years the metal in cir- j 
culation in Europe to twelve times its prc- i 


iLs amount. From 1730 to 1800, the im- \ 


portatioti of specie into Europe regularly ex- 
ceeded one hundred and eighty millions a ' 
year. This gave a powerful stimulus to in- 
dustry, for enterprises that would not have 
been otherwise thought of sprang into being; 
habits changed, luxuries grew into greater 
demand; transactions which had hitherto 
been difficult or impossible employed a 
greater quantity of money aud a greater 
number of men. There was a greater dis- 
tribution, of wages, and the people for the 
first time began to acquire lands and colti- 
vate small farms. 
There was also a feverish 


impulse given" to speculation. Sugar, to- 
bacco, spices, hitherto unknown, became 
the objects of trade and manufacture. 


Then even as now, the hearts of men 


fondly indulged in those vague fancies that 
had long filled their minds of a laud of gold 


far, far across tbe sea, an Eldorado where 
the mountains under the beams of the rising 
ami setting sun revealed their inmostsecrets 
aud told of the veins of yellow ore. 
In 


those early days the gglden city aud country 
of Eldorado, of which Sir Walter Raleigh 
has written sach charming accounts, were 
proven to be something more than dreams 
when expedition after expedition returned 
from the New World, bringing thence the 
treasure so long dreamed of. 


OTHER PRODUCTIONS. 


Any attempt to go into details of the 


amount of the various articles annually pro- 
duced in Mexico would require the labor of 
a statistician. A change in the condition 
of the rural population by its entire enfran- 
chisement from the system of peonage as now 
practiced, audits general education in the 
rudiments even of the lower branches, will 
undoubtedly result beneficially in. the in- 
creased consumption and production, 03 well 
as the increased comforts in the mode of 
living. 


EDUCATION. 


- But a small portion of the Mexican people 
are able to read and write, bni there is now 
rapid improvement. Soon after the French 
invasion, a common-school system, similar 
to that of the United States, was introduced 
into Mexico. The English language is now 
generally taught, and even many business 
men aie studying it with private tutors. A 
few industrial schools have been established 
iu the large cities. Among the wealthier 
families, it is common for parents to send 
their sous abroad to be educated, to New 
York, London, or Paris; and a few Mexican 
students may be found in the universities 
and mining schools of Germany. 


Young women and girls attend only the 


parochial schools of the country, aud the 
higher education is unknown among them. 


About sixty newspapers are published in 


Mexico. Most of them are printed in Span- 
ish, aud some few are in French, aud in 
English. Under tbeadministration of Santa 
Anna began the subsidy of the press. Sub- 
ventions are now given to papers that cau- 
not be published except at 11 loss. 


CHURCHES. 


Many ofthe Catholic Churches in Mexico 


are finished and decorated in a very costly, 
and in some instances artistic style. Our 
space will only permit us to give a some- 
what detailed account of the most noted ob- 
jects of the Cathedral of Mexico City, situ- 
ated on tbe Plaza Mayor (principal square 
or parade). The Cathedral is erected on the 
spot where Cortez found and destroyed tlie 
Aztec SeocaHi, dedicated to tbe Mexican 
god. - The body of the present edifice was 
begun in 1573, finished, and finally dedi- 
cated, ia 1667, and cost $1,762,000, at the 
expense ofthe crown of Spain. The towers 
were finished in 1791; the cost was $194,000 
The bases of its columns are cut out of the 
Aztec idols found in the teocnlli. 
TJie di- 


mensions are as follows: Train norih to 
south 426 feet, from east to wesC 000 feet, 
height of root'175 feet, height of towers 20( 
feet, width of to wen) 
(square) 32J feet, 


height of statuea from the ground 12G feet, 
height oC the statues 12 feet. 


The church of the Franciscans adjoins the 


Cathedral, the two churches forming one 
sole building, although of a different Blyl 
of iirebitectnre; they are surrounded by 
chains, .supported by one hundred and .twen- 
ty-four stone pillars. At <*eh of the two 


front angles formed by the chains is a stone 
pedestal, measuring 13} feet high. At 
eacb corner is a human skull carved out ot 
stone, and on the top a wooden cross, seven 
ieet high, around tbe base of which is a 
stone carved serpent. The emblem of these 
small monuments ia as follows: The skull 
reminds us of death; tbet serpent the origin 
of original sin; and tbe cross is the sigu of 
Redemption. The gates oi the basilic are 
of tbe Ionic and Boric orders as well as the 
towers; as to the edifice itself, it is simple 
hut imposing. The interior is of the Doric 
order. Cemented to the wall ou the west 
side of the Cathedral is tbe Aztec calendar, 
carved out of a block of basalt and weigh- 
ing, it is said, fifty tons, its diameter being 
eleven feet. It has been there since 1790, 
aud is supposed to date as far back as 1279. 


In. the Cathedral there are five naves, 


fourteen chapels and six altars: First, the 
altar of the kings, under which are the 
tombs of the viceroys. In the chapel, which 
contains this altar, is a crystal richly adorn- 
ed, inside of which, on a gilied metal plate, 
are the skulls of Hidalgo, Allende, Adama, 
Jiminez, patriotsof the Revolution; tbe key 
is in charge of Congress. In the middle of 
the master-altar is placed the tabernacle, 
supported by eight ranges of stucco columns, 
the Apostles, Evangelists, aud principal 
saints standing ou the different ranges. 
In- 


termixed are gold chandeliers, 
chalices, 


cruets, crosses, &c., too numerous to de- 
scribe, inlaid with precious stones, gold, 
rubies, emeralds, &c. The principal censer, 
measuring one yard high, is enriched on 
one side with 5,872 diamonds, and on the 
other side with 2,653 emeralds, oue hun- 
ired and six amethysta, forty-four rubies, 
eight sapphires, and weighs seven hundred 
aud four ounces-of gold (11,704 dollars); 
eleven lustres of tweuty-fonr branches each, 
two pairs of large chandeliers, lonr perfam- 
.ng pans, two yards high, three statues, 
another censer, and a large quantity of sil- 
ver and golden bouquets are some of the rich 
ornaments within the church. But one 
mportant piece is now missing, the statue 
of Assumption. It weighed 6,984 castella- 
nos of gold (fcl,089,504), and was covered 
with precious atones. 


The large censer and the greater part of 


:he jewels and ornaments w^re bestowed on 
the Cathedral by Emperor Charles V., of 
Spain. The sight of the Cathedral and its 
measures recalls to one's mind the words 
addressed by the Alcalde of Seville to the 
architect of the Cathedral: ':Build ns a 
church," said he, "which will make poster- 
ty believe we were mad." 


Iu 1837, an earthquake caused snch dam- 


age to the Cathedral that the canons were 
obliged to sell some of their treasures to 
meet the expeu.se of repairs. An old Mexi- 
can tells ns that the most valuable of the 
marvels which were sacrificed was a lamp 
23 feet high and nine feet in diameter. 
It 


contained 54 branches and had cost seventy- 


thousand three hundred and forty-three 


[ollars. 


Previous to the year 185G, there were in 


"Mexico 78 churches and chapels, 15 convents 
f men and 22 of women. Since then some 
if these churches are in ruins or converted 
nto factories, hotels, &c. 
A recent decree 


has disper&ed the Sisters of Charity, the 
Mexican born as well ns those who came 
rom France. 
Ifc is said that the negotia- 


;ions between Prance and. Mexico for the 
•C-establishment of political and consular 
jounections, wore broken off on that ac- 
count. 


Since 1870 the liberal government has far- 


med the establishment of protestant church- 
es throughout tbe country. 
During; the ad- 


ministration of President Janrez a Sue par- 
sh church was presented to the Protestants 
n the national capital. Their missions have 
uce been fonnoVd in the cities of Puebla, 
2uernavaea, 
Zacatecas, 
and 
Monterey. 


Dbere are now quite a number of Protestant 
churches in, different parts of Mexico.

The first bill called np was the act provid- 
ing for the appointment of female physicians 
in hospitals and asylums for the Insane, 
which was defeated by a vote of 60 yeas to 
87 nays. The act prohibiting the sole of in- 
toxicating drinks on Decoration day was 
also defeated fey a vote of 94 yeas to 63 nays 
(not having a constitutional mnjority.) The 
net to reimburse counties for the extra ex- 
pense of making the asae^soieut for State 
tax for 1S87-S and each succeeding 
Tbe act to provide for the erection aud m.un- 
teiiauce of public morgues in the Severn! 
counties of the State was defeated by a 
large vote. The bill prohibiting the wile 
of cigarettes to persons under 16' years of 
age passed finally. This bill has already 
passed the Senate and is now ready for the 
signature of the Governor. The bill to pro- 
vide for a complete collection of the birds 
and mammals of the State, together with 
catalogues of the same by the ornithologist 
of tbe State board of Agriculture, passed 
tbe House finally. In tbe Senate "tbe an- 
thracite coal dockage bill," in which the 
anthracite miners are so nmch interested, 
and "the anti-pluck me store bill," were 
defeated. These two bills had passed the 
House, aud to the toiling miners iu our 
coal fields they were the most important 
measures acted upon during this session, 
and the defeat of these bills is another se- 
vere blowto labor. Iu tbe Lackawanua dis- 
trict aloue during the year 1887 each miner 
was docked on an average $150, and tbe bill 
in question -was intended to prevent this 
barefaced extortion. In regard to tbe de- 
ieat of tbe other bill it may be said, it is 
simply a device of corporations to get back 
a part of the -wages paid to tbeir working- 
men. Corporations have rights, but the 
privilege of controlling the use of tbeir em- 
ployes' wages is not one of them. The bill 
for the construction of new buidiugs for tbe 
House of Refuge in Philadelphia, passed 
finally. 


On Friday moraiug tbe House concurred 


in tbe Senate amendment to the bill fixing 
the compensation of County Commissioners 
at $3.50 per day, without mileage, for every 
day actually employed. The following bills 
passed finally: Au act for tbe protection 
of shad, sturgeon and game fish in the river 
Delaware. The net limiting the time to 20 
years during which collateral inheritance 
tax and tbe interest or penalty thereou shall 
remain due; also the act to authorise 
the chartering of associations of employes 
aud providing punishments for the fraudu- 
lent appropriation or use of their property; 
also the act allowing the United States to 
acquire land at Gettysburg for the purpose 
of marking the spots occupied by the U. S. 
troops at the battle of Gettysburg; provid- 
ing for the trauripor tilt ion to Gettysburg of 
all surviving boldien> resident iu Pennsyl- 
vania who participated iu tbe battle of Get- 
tysburg, at the time ol the dedication of tbe 
monuments of the Pennsylvania Oigauiz i- 
tious. la the Senate the Pow tranter li- 
cence bill amended by Mr. Coopei wiu» de- 
feated on final passage by u vote of 1U veas 
to <30 nays. The Soldier's Orphan School 
bill passed finally; also the bill proud in^ 
for tho incorporation of friendly insurance 
societies. The afternoon aud evening ses- 
sions were occupied with the consideration 
ou second rending of local aiul special bilN 
and bills on third reading. The nU to 
authoiize the election ot'supervisors for three 
years /ailed to pass. 
The bill amending the 


act of Juue 8th, A. D. ISSo, so that the

ing embraced probably 800 people—twice 
as many as the building could be made to 
accommodate. 
The Hue weather allowed 


tbe hoisting of the -\\indo\va aud many on

Kev. Deatt'ich preached, aud iu his 


remarks sketched the history of the congre- 
gation and chnrch duiing the past hundred 
years, the mater'a U having been gathered 
from the imperfect records t<t ha found at 
the lime-of his pitstonite, and the recollec- 
tions of ihe old people of the neighborhood . 
The cougregatiun must have cuverecl a large 
urea, the names to tie seen iu the graveyard 
suggesting homesteads now tegiirded as quite 
far apart.

There is n lagal maxim often heard in the 


courts, whichsays, "Let the buyer beware." 
The meaniug is, that -when a man purchases 
a horse, cow or any other article of personal 
property, he must look out tor himself. If 
a inrnier buys a horse ami makes no inquir- 
ies us to its soundness or quietness, and the 
seller makes no statements in regard to these 
qualities, and the animal turns out to be 
stone blind, or to besnchan inveterate kick- 
er that He is practically useless, the pur- 
cha«er mnat stand the loss, and cannot tall 
back on the seller for damages. The buyer 
should be ware before purchasing. Thisrnle 
of "let the buyer beware" applies to every 
sale of personal property, unless there hns 
been either an express warranty or an im- 
plied wnrrauty, or unless there has been 
fraud, or unless false representations have 
been made by the seller as an inducement 
to the sale. 


In order for a seller to bind himself by an 


express warranty, it is not necessary for him 
to ii'-e the word warrant or any particular 
furiu of expression. 
Any affirmation mode 


at the time of the stile is a warrant, provid- 
ed it is s-o intended. It' the vendor says, 
"This, horse is sound," it is a warranty of 
soundness. "When be states that the animal 
is free from vice, it is a warranty of freedom 
from vice. In a case where the seller said, 
"I will not warrant, but the horse ts sound 
so fur as I know," the court held it to 
amount to a warranty that he did not kuow 
the animal to be unsound. It may be in- 
ferred that a horse is warranted sound if the 
seller says ho is "all right.*! It is not iiec- 
e^ary Unit a warranty should be in writing. 
A statement of fact constituting a warranty 
is to he distinguished from, a mere expres- 
sion of opinion. "When the vendor states an 
opinion or his judgment on a matter of 
which he has no special knowledge, and on 
•which the buyer himself may also he ex- 
pected to have an opinion, it is not n war- 
ranty, bat if he assumes to assert a fact con- 
cerning the property under consideration of 
which the buyer is ignorant, such an asser- 
tion is n warranty. In or?er to make a 
warranty binding it must be made at the 
•time of the sale, or pending the negotiations, 
so that it may be considered as one of the 
inducements of the trade. It made before 
the negotiations lave commenced in any 


way, 
or if after the bargain is completed 


and the animal sold, the seller says he war- 
rants htm to be sound, no action can be 
brought on it, as there was no consideration 
for the statement. A promise or agreement 
•without some consideration is nob binding. 
"Where an express warranty is made in writ* 
ing as to any particular quality, or against 
any particular defect, the law supposes thnt 
the whole warranty is included in the writ- 
ing, and evidence is excluded of any other. 
Thus, if n man gives n writing warranting a 
horse or cow to he sound, evidence cannot 
bo introduced to show that ho also war- 
ranted it to be kind, gentle or free fiom 
vice. It is held that a general warranty 
does not cover patent or obvious defects, nor 
defects which are apparent on simple in- 
spection, requiring no skill to discover them, 
uulfw some artifice was used to conceal 
such delicts, nor defects which are known 
to the purclttiber at the time of sale. They 
are supposed to have been taken into con- 
sideration at the time the price was agreed 
ou. Of course the seller may make such a 
warranty if he so desires. 


There is ordinarily no implied warranty 


of quality. The expreasiou which one often 
hears that *'a sound price menus a sound 
Lorse" is not generally held to he good iu 


law; 
South Carolina and Louisaun are the 


only States iu which it has been wo decided. 
'When :in animal is sold by description or is 
ordered for a particular purpose, mid a par- 
ticular animal is not selected by the buyer, 
and no opportunity is given for inspection, 
ihete is an implied warranty that it shall 
correspond with the description and be fit- 
ted for the purpose for which it was ordered. 
Kor example, if a man orders a saddle horse 
for his child to ride, and the person to whom 
the order is given delivers a horse of ugly 
disposition, never broken to the saddle, the 
y»u i chaser would have a good cause of action 
lor hieafch of an implied warranty that the 
horse was a saddle horse and suitable fora- 
child to ride. The principal implied war- 
ranty is that of title. The law in icgard to 
this, in a few words, is as follows: lu sales 
of personal property by a person in posses- 
sion, aud under such circumstances that he 
appears to be the owuer, there is nn implied 
warranty that the property is his, and if the 
purchaser loses the property by the true 
owner taking it from him he can recover 
the price paid in a suit ou the implied war- 
ranty of title. This is so whether he knew 
the defect in his title or not, and whether 
or not he stated that the property was his. 


"What constitutes an unsound horse, or 


other naimal? Perhaps the best d« Unit ion 
is that given by nn English judge, a good 
many yeais ago, and which has been often 
quoted in the courts since; "If at the time 
of the sale the horse baa any disease which 
either does diminish the natural usefulness 
of the animal so as to make him less capa 
ble of work of any description, or which, in 
its ordinary progress, will diminish the nat- 
ural usefulness ot the animal, or if the horse 
nas either from disease or accident nodergone 
any alteration, of structure that either actu- 
ally does at the time, or in its ordinary 
effects will, diminish the natural usefulness 
of the horse, such horse is unsound." It is 
held by the English courts, and generally 
iu this country, that a "warranty of sound 
ness is broken if the animal hod any infirm- 
ity which rendered him less fit for present 
service; that it is not necessary that the dis- 
order should be permanentor incurable. Iu 
Massachusetts, however, the Supreme Court 
has said that lameness, if only accidental 
and temporary, would not be a breach of 
•warranty, and it is probably the law that a 
temporary and curable trouble, although 
existing at the time of salej if it does not in- 
jure the animal fox present service, is not an 
unsoundness. From what lias^ been said 
above it -will be seen that ninny things* 
•which diminish the value of an nnimal do 
not moke it unsound. Balking, backing, 
biting, shying, running away, kicking, etc., 
are vices in a horse -which are not covered 
by a •warranty of soundness, but would be 
covered by a warranty of freedom from vice. 
It haa been argned both in medical books 
and in the courts whether cribbing is an 
tmsonnctness or only a bad habit. It has 
been decided that if the cribbing has affect- 
ed his health and condition so that the horse 
is less fit for present service the animal is 
unsonud. It is also claimed that the habit, 
if confirmed, is the indication of disease 
such as will constitute nuao trad ness. 


It is a universal rule that fraud vitiates 


every contract. No man is bound by a bar- 
gain into "which he has been led by a fraud. 
The party who is defrauded in a sale may 
treat the bargain as of no effect, may return 
the property bought and bring snit for the 
money paid, or defend successfully against 
an action, for the price, if he has not already 
paid it. He most elect to treat the contract 
as "void within a reasonable time after he 
has discovered the fraud, or he will ho held 
to have acquiesced in the purchase and af- 
firmed tbe contract. If, instead of holding 
the contract to be Yoi<Vli« chooees to "^cog- 
nize and affirm it be may do so, and bring 
ituit to recover the damage he baa sustained 
by the fraud. Fraud ia defined to be auy 
kind of an artifice employed by one person. 


or the purpose of deceiving another. Every 
iilse statement, however, wade by a person 
.rying to sell a horse is not considered fraud ( 
n law. The law recognizes the fact that 
such a person is apt to indulge in talk mag- 
nifying the value of his go^txls and praising" 
his wares, and will even lelfhirn lie a little 
as to how much the property cost him. The 
taw considers such words and statements us 
'sellers' talk," concerning^ which "let tlie 
buyer beware," and whiclrare not sufficient 
foundation for au action for fraad. 
False 


statements, to be the grounds of avoiding 
the sale, or for an action for deceit, should 
generally be concerning the article or animal I 
itself, and not be wholly confined to a col- • 
lateral matter. The purchaser must have ' 
been deceived by the fraud before he-can 
take advantage of it 
If he did nob believe • 


the false representations made to him he 
was not injured by them, and cannot make 
them the basis of any action. Only the ile- 
franded party can rescind the saleon account 
of irand. The guilty one is bound by it 
unless the other is .willing to release him. 
No one can take advantage of his own 
wrong. 
| 


The difference between a simple warranty i 


and a fraudulent misrepresentation is one ' 
of knowledge on the part of the person mak- 
ing it. A vendor, iu order to make a sale, j 
says a horse is sound. If he honestly thiuks 
so, although the animal proves to be un- 
sound, the purchaser is bound by the bargain, 
but may bring an action for damages lor 
breach of warranty. If, however, the seller 
knew the horse was not sound when he 
made the statement, it is a fraud and the 
purchaaei: may send back th.« animal and 
sue for the money paid, or may keep it 
and sue for his damages in au actiim for de- 
ceit. It is held that if the vendor refus.es 
to take the animal hack, the purchaser, after 
he has offered to return it, may "ell it fur 
the best piice he can get, and collect the 
difference, together with the cost of keeping. ! 
The ordinary damages for a breach of war- 
ranty is the difference between the actual 
value of the animal and what it would have 
been worth if it had been as warranted. ! 
The rules of law in regard to warranty 
and fraud apply to an exchange of property I 
the same aa in cases of sales for money. 


When a person sells an animal "which lie 


knows to he infected with a contagious dis- 
ease, and such disease is in consequence 
communicated to the herd of the purchaser, 
the seller is liable for all the loss to the cat- 
tle in the purchaser's herd by reason of their 
catching the disease. 
"When a horse was 


represented to he perfectly gentle and kind, i 
the purchaser knowing such representations 
to be false, and the first time the purchaser 
hitched up the horse ran and kicked and ' 
overturned the buggy, throwing out the 
driver, it was held iu a suit for damages 
that the purchaser could recover for the in- ' 
juries to the buggy anil to his person.— 
American Agricidtvtrist.

Corn Culture. 


How, 
fur apart would yon advise me to 


plant com ia tbe drill, and also how far 
apart -would you pat the rows on land in 
a good state of fertility ? How often would 
you cultivate the com ? "Would jon recom- 
mend the use ot* the harrow for the first 
cultivation, when the corn is a few inches 
above the surface? J. H". K. Jiucklund, J"rr. 
[The distance asander of coru in the drill 
will vary with the needed requirements. 
If 


fully matnred ears should be the main oh- 
ject, the distance should be greater than for 
n larger amount of fodder; and the lar^e 
S3utheru varieties must have more room 
than the smaller northern varieties. If the 
corn is intended exclusively for fodder, the 
drills will be much thicker. As an approx- 
imate rule, the varieties which are mostly 
cultivated iu Virginia should be planted 
with the stalks n foot apart in the drill if 
grain is the chiet requirement; eras near as 
eight or ten inches if more fodder is wanted, 
with some reduction of the grain. Suiuller 
varieties may be correspondingly nearer. 
The drills may be about three and a half leet 
iipnrt, to nflbrd convenient cultivation. Tlie 
cultivator, passing as often as every week or 
ten clays, will increase the crop, provided 
the weather is suitable for the operiitioi-; 
but ou a strong soil it would do rnoie hiuiu 
than good iu wet weather by hnrcleniug and 
crusting the surf.ice; tiutl the operation 
should always be confined to the top soil, so 
as not to tear the toots. A fine, slaut-looth 
harrow may be run over the whole surface 
broadcast several times, where tlie corn is 
yfroiu a few inches to a foot high, saving 
much other labor by rlestroying the young 
weeds just as they are reaching the suiface 
—Gmiittry GiiitlLtmtn ]

boxes of goods, out into the streets, cnnnot 
be too severely condemned, as it results iu 
serious injury to a large number of horses. 
The wire nails are the most dangerous, as 
they bend on being drawn, and when 
thrown into the street the sharp end sticks 
up and penetrates the foot of the horse that 
forces it further into the foot.
